HE Joint Chiefs of Staff on 28 June 
1946 established the Armed Forces 
Staff College to provide within the revised 
ucational system of the armed forces a 
lege charged with integrated instruc- 
tion in joint operations. The directive of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff establishing the 
ollege placed it directly under their 
supervision and charged the Chief of 
Naval Operations with the responsibility 
for the operation and maintenance of re- 
juired facilities. The Secretary of the 
Navy on 13 Aug. 1946 announced the es- 
tablishment of the College at Norfolk, Va. 
Lt. Gen. Delos C. Emmons, USA, as- 
sumed command of the Armed Forces 
Staff College on 13 Aug. 1946, with Brig. 
Gen. Clyde D. Eddleman, USA, and 
Commo. Albert T. Sprague, jr., USN, as 
commandants, and Brig. Gen. 
Frank A. Armstrong, jr., USA, as the sen- 
ior air instructor. Capt. William V. 
Hamilton, USN, was named as the Col- 
ege Executive and the Commanding Offi- 
Naval Administrative Command, and 
ged with the operation end main- 
ice of the facilities of the Coilege.

New Navy Promotion Plan 

Through wide distribution of an early 
draft of its new officer promotion plan, 
the Navy has received from the fleet and 
shore establishments a host of comments 
which will be studied in the next few 
weeks in efforts to whip the post-war of- 
ficer personnel program into shape for 
presentation to Congress. 

Copies of the proposed plan, which for 
the time being is classified for adminis 
tr¥tive security, were sent to every major 
command both afloat and ashore except 
those in advanced areas from whom re 
plies could not be received in a short 
period of time. No command was IiInten- 
tionally overlooked. 

The distribution list for the promotion 
plan includes Secretary Forrestal, the 
Chief of Naval Operations, VCNO, all the 
DCNO’s, all Bureaus and administrative 
offices, the U. S. Marine Corps, Naval 
Districts and River Commands, the Na- 
val Air Training commands, all Atlantic 
and Pacifie fleet commanders, and Sea 
Frontier commands. 

The comments are piled up now on the 
desks of officers in the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel who have undertaken the huge 
task of perfecting a new promotion sys- 
tem the main goal of which is to lessen 
forced attrition in senior grades. 

Some commands sent the Bureau 
separate letters covering the viewpoints 
of various staff members, including those 
of Staff Corps officers. All of the com 
ments are based on the draft of the pro- 
posed plan, embracing a statement of its 
aims and an outline of how the plan will 
work. 

Although a major portion of the plan- 
ning work is completed, much detailed 
work remains to be done to cover all con- 
tingencies which might possibly be af- 
fected in a new promotion system. It is 
hoped that this will be completed soon.

AGF Schools Reorganized 

Reorganization of six Army Ground 
Forces schools 1 Nov. and the formation 
of the Ground General School has been 
announced by General Jacob L. Devers, 
Commanding General Army Ground 
Forces. 

In all cases the reorganization will in- 
volve the inactivation of the school as a 
headquarters, but transfer its activities 
to another headquarters. 

Schools to be reorganized are the Air- 
borne School, Fort Benning, Ga.; Coast 
Artillery School, Fort Winfield Scott, 
Calif.; Antiaircraft School, Fort Bliss, 
Tex.; Air Training School, Fort Sill, 
Okla., and the Cavalry and Intelligence 
Schools, both at Fort Riley, Kans. 

Activities of the Airborne School will 
he assumed by an Airborne Department 
in the Infantry School at Fort Benning. 
Planners at AGF headquarters empha- 
sized that the change did not indicate any 
decrease of interest in airborne units, but 
that plans call for all ground units eventu- 
ally to be transportable by air and that 
the integration of the two schools under 
one head should make future activities 
more efficient. 

The Field Artillery School at Fort Sill 
will be redesignated The Artillery School 
and will have a Seacoast Branch at Fort 
Winfield Scott to handle matters pertain- 
ing to that specialty, and an Antiaircraft 
and Guided Missiles Branch at Fort Bliss. 

Activities of the Air Training School 
will be turned over to the newly created 
Air Training Department of the Artillery 
School, 

Despite the reorganization of two 
schools at Fort Riley, this post will re- 
main active. Those functions of the 
Cavalry School which pertain to fields 
other than animals will be transferred to 
the Armored School, Fort Knox, Ky. 
Units teaching horsemanship and pack 
train technique will remain at Fort Riley. 
The Intelligence School’s activities will

Gen. Eisenhower Tells 
of Economy Measures 


Questioned about the rumor that Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley, USA, Veterans 
Administrator, will succeed him as Chief 
of Staff, General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower at a press conference 24 Oct. 
gave no direct answer, but merely said: 

“I consider General Bradley one of the 
greatest soldiers the Army has ever pro- 
duced.” 

General Eisenhower discussed the Pres- 
ident’s economy order, pointing out that 
many difficulties will be met in keeping 
to the very definite budgetary orders 
which have been issued for the Army. 

Every effort is being made to meet the 
requirements, he said, but many obliga- 
tions for past services must be met. He 
cited the increase in Army pay, and in- 
creased cost of subsistence as among the 
more important post-war Army expenses, 
and said that research must be continued. 

In regard to the $1,000,000,000 saving 
requested of the War Department by the 
President, the War Department has listed 
as some of the measures which will be ap- 
plied the following:

Navy Day Observance 

“Open house” and official dinners today 
will open world-wide observance of the 
second successive peacetime Navy Day, 27 
Oct., commemorating both the anniver- 
sary of the birth of President Theodore 
Roosevelt, recognized as the father of the 
modern Navy, and the date in 1775 on 
which the Continental Congress received 
the bill providing for creation and estab- 
lishment of a fleet. 

Most of the Navy’s shore activities in 
the United States and overseas will be 
host today, rather than tomorrow, for 
publie inspection of permanent installa- 
tions and particularly of maval vessels. 

*arades will be held in some cities. More 
formal observance, including religious 
services, will be held tomorrow. 

The Navy League, which annually spon- 
sors Navy Day, has set aside this year’s 
observance to honor the veterans of World 
War II, and the Navy Department has 
issued a blanket authorization for and 
a request to all veterans to wear their 
uniforms on that day. 

Top-ranking men in both the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, and Coast Guard are sched- 
uled for Navy Day addresses before local 
gatherings in cities of all sizes through- 
out the country. 

Secretary Forrestal is scheduled to 
speak at Los Angeles, Under Secretary 
John L. Sullivan in Cleveland, Assistant 
Secretary W. John Kenny in Washing- 
ton, D. C., Fleet Admiral Nimitz in In- 
dianapolis, Fleet Admiral Halsey in New 
York, Fleet Admiral King in San Fran- 
cisco, General A. A. Vandegrift, USMC, 
in Minneapolis, and Admiral Joseph F. 
Farley, USCG, in Savannah. 

In addition, Navy Day programs call 
for scheduled speeches by five Admirals, 
18 Vice Admirals, 95 Rear Admirals, 14 
Commodores, 17 Captains and Command- 
ers, one Lieutenant General of the Ma- 
rine Corps, 7 Major Generals, and 8 
Brigadier Generals. 

All Naval vessels in commission not un- 
der way will, if practicable, dress ship to- 
morrow. Almost all of the warships now 
in U. S. waters will be host to visitors 
at seaports on the Atlantic, Gulf, and 

*acifiec coasts. 

Most of the naval establishments in the 
Washington, D. C., area will be open and 
will have special exhibits, Rear Admiral 
Glenn B. Davis, commandant of the Po- 
tomac River Naval Command, announced. 
The annual memorial observance at the 
John Paul Jones monument will also be 
held. 

In New York, the Navy League will 
hold its annual dinner tonight at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel with Fleet Ad- 
miral William F. Halsey, jr., and Brig. 
Gen. William E. Riley, USMC, as speak- 
ers. Arrangements were being made this 
week for an aerial show over the entire 
New York City area. 

A Navy Day Information Bureau, es- 
tablished by the Third Naval District to 
handle all queries from the general pub- 
lic concerning Navy Day and the presence 
of ships of the Fleet far Navy Day, 
opened 24 Oct. in New York City. 

All-faith memorial services dedicated 
to members of the Naval Services who 
gave their lives during World War II 
will be held tomorrow morning at all Navy 
ships and stations. Following these cere- 
monies, flowers will be placed aboard 
Navy vessels in several ports and scat- 
tered on the waters in the traditional 
manner of honoring those buried at sea. 





Investigate Troop Discipline 

General of the Army Dwight D. Lisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, has cabled Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas MacArthur, 
Commander of Allied Forces in Japan, 
requesting that he conduct an inquiry of 
Army discipline and morale conditions 
in the Philippines. 

The move followed publication of 
Manila press dispatches reporting that 
the conduct and appearance of troops in 
the Philippines is damaging American 
prestige. 

General MacArthur, as theater com- 
mander, would prepare the requested re- 
port. Maj. Gen. Wilhelm D. Styer, com- 
manding general of United States Army 
Forces in the Western Pacific, is in the 
United States on sick leave. 

Several Manila newspapers have edi- 
torialized the subject, one characterizing 
the troops as “brash, ill-mannered, sloven- 
ly and contemptuous children.” Many 
observers trace at least a portion of the 
blame to officers concerned with their 
own personal problems and officers expect- 
ing early transfer to the United States. 

Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger, com- 
manding general of the Eighth Army, 
with headquarters in Yokohama, has 
issued a message to all unit commanders 
in his command urging them “to exercise 
every atom of their leadership in their 
possession.” 

“The Eighth Army is in the midst of a 
tremendous turnover of personnel,” Gen- 
eral Eichelberger said, “wherein ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of the troops will 
be replaced by raw recruits.” 

General Eichelberger said that while 
the occupation has been a success, only 
extremely concentrated effort on the part 
of everyone will maintain standards, par- 
ticularly considering the young non-com- 
missioned officers and untrained replace- 
ments that are arriving in Japan. 

Small unit commanders, General 
Richelberger said, should visit informally 
with their men. interview new recruits, 
attend athletic contests, “and do every- 
thing else to impress their personality 
and interest upon these very young 
soldiers.” 

General Eichelberger urged a return to 
the “old Regular Army relationship 
wherein the company commander was the 
‘Old Man’ who figuratively ‘patted the 
good soldier on the back,’ who punished 
the delinquents, who knew everything 
about his men, and whose word was law.” 

Prior to General Eisenhower's inquiry 
order, the War Department issued a pam- 
phlet, “29 Gripes,’ which is being dis- 
tributed to all replacement troops slated 
for the Philippines. The publication lists 
the 29 complaints most frequently heard 
from young recruits and is designed to 
reduce misunderstanding due to ignor- 
ance. 

The pamphlet states: 

“The Filipinos are worth our getting along 
with, not only because during the war they 
were our bravest friends in the Pacific but be- 
cause from now on we need their peacetime 
friendship as much as they need ours. 

“American power and prestige depend on 
how well we get along with the Filipinos from 
now on. It is a job for every one of us sta- 
tioned here in the Philippines.” 





Non-Appropriated Funds 
Non-appropriated funds at the War De- 
partment level totalled $187,909,000 as of 
30 July when the report of the Secretary 
ef War’s advisory board for non-appro- 
priated funds was made. 
Some of the recommendations of the 


board have already been carried out, as 
detailed in the 19 Oct. issue of the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL. 


Study Inefficient Soldiers 

Enlisted personnel in the U. S. Army 
in the European Theater who cannot be 
utilized because of inefficient performance 
of duty, or because of physical or psy- 
chological defects, will appear before a 
newly-created Theater Placement Board 
for interview arid consideration, in order 
that they may be reassigned, Headquar- 
ters, U. 8S. Forces, European Theater, 
announced today. 

The Theater Placement Board, which 
is to be available to all major commands, 
will be organized at Marburg; the Com- 
manding Officer of the Third Replacement 
Depot will appoint the Board from per- 
sonnel under his command; he will ap- 
point as many boards as are necessary to 
insure prompt processing of all such cases 
referred, and boards may travel within 
the Theater to expedite consideration and 
disposition of cases. 

The board will consist of one officer, 
with considerable experience with troops, 
one classification officer and a medical offi- 
cer and psychiatrist. 

According to the present plan, proper 
placement of individuals whose qualifica- 
tions and personalities make them of 
doubtful usefulness to a unit, will start 
at company, battery, troop or separate 
detachment level. 

Once a month the unit Commanding 
Officer may select individuals who repre- 
sent improper assignment, due primarily 
to physical or psychological reasons. 

Commands will see that all cases which 
should not properly come before the board 
are screened out, and all documentary 
evidence be submitted on any case re- 
ferred to the board. 

Careful consideration will be given in 
each case; the individual's potentialities 
will be considered by interview, tests mS 
examinations. After its findings the boa 
will recommend reassignments to a simi- 
lar unit within the Major Command, or 
to a unit of different arm or service, or 
appropriate medical disposition. Decisions 
of the Board will be final and not subject 
to review, and major commands are to 
insure that proper recommendations on 
reassignment of personnel are carried out. 








Division Changes Studied 
Plans for changes in divisions’ tables 
of organization are still being studied, 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, said this week. 
“It is too impartant a question,” Gen- 


eral Eisenhower said, “to be decided 
quickly.” 
General Eisenhower explained that 





two schools of thought have developed 
during study of the changes. The first 
is that a division should always have 
everything which it will need under all 
circumstances. The second, that it should 
be given only that which it will always 
need. 

“The division commander,” General 
Eisenhower said, “is always on the first 
side.” 

The second, he pointed out, is the more 
economical, and brings into use a pooling 
system to give added divisional strength 
when needed, while the first has the ad- 
vantage of perfection of training. The 
British army has established the  sec- 
ond system, 
| General Eisenhower said that he is 
| sending the proposed plans out to a num-

ber of senior commanders for comment. 
Study of the proposed changes com. 
menced with the polling of commanders 
in the European theater by the War De 
partment General Board. Their sugges 
tions, together with those of subsequent 
boards, were the subject of study at re 
cent Infantry, Airborne, and Armored 
conferences. 

More armor with infantry divisions 
and more infantry with armored divi. 
sions were unanimous requests, Genera] 
Eisenhower said, and none wanted 
smaller divisions. 





Physical Reclassification 

Provisions for the disposition of Army 
officers following physical reclassifica- 
tion are given in War Department Circv- 
lar 303. 

The provisions will apply to those of. 
ficers reclassified following the resump- 
tion of annual physical examinations, as 
announced in the ARMY AND Navy Jorg 
NAL last week. 

Besides general provisions the circular 
gives details of procedure for hospitaliza- 
tion, action of disposition boards, return 
to duty on limited service status, action 
of Army retiring boards, and allied sub 
jects. 





New Navy Promotion Plans 
(Continued From First Page) 
system will aim to ensure a more promis- 
ing future for young officers just entering 
the service, and more rapid advancement 
to command rank. If the promotion sys- 
tem can achieve these goals, the Navy 
und Marine Corps will not be compelled 
to separate great numbers of officers who 
have gained invaluable wartime experi- 


ence when they next come up for selec 
tion, at a severe loss both to the indivi- 
dual and the service, 


To reduce attrition among senior of- 
ficers, the Navy will ask Congress to 
change the percentage distribution which 
determines the distribution of rank in 
the Navy. In general, it may be expected 
that instead of existing percentages which 
authorize 4% Captains, 8% Commanders, 
15% Lieutenant Commanders, 30% Liew- 
tenants, and 42% junior officers, the new 
percentage distribution will force a high 
attrition rate on completion of seven years 
as a junior officer, and low attrition 
among Lieutenants and above. 

The new percentage distribution will by 
no means forsake the principle of selec 
tion in any grade, but will lessen the se 
verity which has marked Navy attrition 
in the past. 

Aviation billets in particular require 4 
speed-up in advancements, and all officers 
will be advanced to command rank at a 
earlier age. It is possible that the neW¥ 
promotion system will permit advance 
ment to Lieutenant Commander after UJ 
or 12 years’ commissioned service, and 
to Commander after 17 or 18 years of 


| commissioned service.

Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, rep- 
eented by Rear Adm, Frank J. Lorey, 
USN, sent his greetings and commenda- 
tion of the chaplains of the Navy. 

The Veterans Administrator, General 
Omar Bradley voiced his greetings at the 
noon luncheon of the Chaplains’ Commis- 
son on Army and Navy Chaplains. 

At a succeeding session, an address by 
the Chief of Chaplains of the Army, Maj. 
Gen. Luther D. Miller, stressed the need 
f spreading among Army personnel, dur- 
ing the interim period between the war 
and the official ending of the war, a sense 
f security, emphasizing the supplying of 
the religious motive in thought and ac- 
tion, and urging that a chaplain needs 
tw call attention to himself as a man of 
God. 

The Chief of Chaplains of the Navy, 
Rear Adm. William N. Thomas, asserted 
that, because the new Armed Forces now 
leing built will compose a “parish of 
jung men” above average intelligence 
ecause made up of volunteers, the new 
orps of Chaplains should be composed of 
‘haplains equal to the best among civilian 
‘fgymen, and should have “unqualified 
llegiance to their cause.” 

The Most Reverend Henry K. Sherrill,

Germans and Japanese, Germans having 
murdered 6,000,000 Jews. 

Referring to the shortage of Jewish 
Rabbis available for the chaplaincy, 
Rabbi Pool described Jewish chaplains 
as necessarily having been “circuit 
riders” during the war, having to travel 
around to minister to small groups of 
men of their faith. He urged, however, 
that the War and Navy Departments 
should reopen the procurement of Jewish 
chaplains. 

Following Rabbi Pool’s address, group 
discussions on “Plans for the Chaplaincy” 
were held separately by the Protestant 
and Roman Catholic chaplains, As for 
procurement of Protestant chaplains it 
was stated officially that a tentative plan 
has been developed but that its imple- 
mentation will depend upon legislation, 
the lifting of the economy demands of the 
President, and the evolution of world 
conditions. Also stated was the informa- 
tion that Correspondence Courses are be- 
ing developed for use beginning early in 
1947. 

Stressing the fact that the Air Corps 
needs 137 more chaplains, those present 
were urged to publicize this in order to 
persuade Reserve chaplains to seek com- 
missions in the Army for duty with the 
Air Forces. 

Added items were that the Chaplains’ 
School is to be transferred from Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga., to Carlisle Barracks, Pa., 
and that the Office of the Chief of Chap- 
lains is advocating the establishing of a 
School for enlisted assistants to chap- 
lains. 

The Navy Group reported that it had 
considered all matters related to the 
chaplains of the Navy and that it could 
report progress. 

The Army Group presented a resolution 
urging better housing for unmarried chap- 
lains. 

At the session on Thursday afternoon, 
the Chief of Chaplains of the Veterans 
Administration, Chaplain Crawford W. 
Brown, stated that the policy of the VA 
ealls for one chaplain for every institu- 
tion having at least 150 beds, and that if 
the expected 175 hospitals are erected 
there will be a need of 600 chaplains. He 
voiced it as a goal “to provide a Christian 
ministry for the veterans” in the VA hos- 
pitals. 

The same session was honored by the 
presence of and an address by His 
Eminence Francis Cardinal Spellman, of 
the Arch-Diocese of New York. In the 
course of his address, Cardinal Spellman 
said, “Chaplains must be lovers of men 
and servants of God, his country and his 
fellowman. The post-war world is strug- 
gling for its very life. But charity hopeth 
all things, and in the inspiration of char- 
ity we must continue to hope and work 
toward the golden goal of international 
understanding. By religion alone man 
can ascend to God as God descends to 
man with the fulness of his paternal 
love.” 

The Cardinal urged that chaplains 
“must be consecrated to the salvation 





and sanctification of human souls,” and 




















called on all to “rally to save our nation’s 
soul.” He urged “reverence for God,” “re- 
spect for the dignity and destiny of men,” 
“a love for God that will make men tol- 
erant,” and that “they should keep faith 
with God and with each other.” 

Continuing, Cardinal Spellman said the 
first duty is to influence men to make 
peace among themselves, and that it will 
be futile otherwise to try to get nations 
to be at peace, and that this is part of 
the work of chaplains. 

Following Cardinal Spellman’s address, 
the Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish 
groups separated to hold panel discus- 
sions on Methods and Techniques of a 
Religious Ministry. 

The evening session on Thursday was 
devoted to carrying out a program sched- 
uled for use during a banquet that had 
to be abandoned because of the strike at 
the Hotel Shoreham. The program, which 
contained the Reverend Daniel D. Poling, 
D.D., as the speaker, was followed by the 
first public showing of the Navy motion 
picture of the Bikini bombs. 

The Friday morning session was 
marked by the election of officers, and the 
consideration of and action on reports 
of committees. 





Military Justice 

Under Secretary of War Royall, ad- 
dressing the 60th Annual Convention of 
the West Virginia Bar Association at 
Clarksburg, W. Va., 25 Oct., said that on 
the whole military justice is more effici- 
ent than civil courts. 

“T believe,” he said, “that less innocent 
men are found guilty and less guilty men 
escape under military law, and that, after 
completion of reviews and the initial 
clemency process, the military sentences 
on the whole are more uniform and better 
fit the crimes than in civil courts.” 

Commenting on the studies of the 
American Bar Association Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate court martial pro- 
cedures and to recommend changes, 
Under Secretary Royall said: 

“One suggestion is that all general court- 
martial decisions, after action by the Com- 
manding Officer, be reviewed by the Judge 
Advocate General's office, not only for errors 
in law but also for errors in fact and errors 
in punishment; in other words, that based 
upon the written record, an independent re- 
view authority would have the right to set

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aside findings of guilty or to change the 
sentence, 

“While this method of review runs counter 
to our civilian policy against appellate courts 
weighing evidence, yet if exercised intelli- 
gently and with discretion, the system could 
well act as a curb upon an prejudiced Com- 
manding Officer. 

“A second suggestion has been that all gen- 
eral courts-martial be.rotating courts, ap- 
pointed by and directly responsible to either 
the Secretary or Under Secretary of War or 
to the Judge Advocate General as their repre- 
sentative. The members of such courts would 
more nearly approach—in type and in back- 
ground— the men to whom the civilian popu- 
lation of our country entrusts the adminis- 
tration of its justice. 

“To this plan objections have been raised— 
objections of difficulty of administration and 
of too great interference with command 
authority. 

“To meet these objections a third—and a 
modified—plan has been proposed, Defense 
and prosecution counsel and the law member 
of the court—and possibly the presiding mem 
ber—would be rotating officers directly re- 
sponsible to Washington, and other court 
members would be appointed by the Com- 
manding Officer.” 


Army and Navy Procurement 

The Army and Navy Munitions Board 
has been vested by executive order with 
final authority over allocation of procure- 
ment for the Armed Forces, it was an- 
nounced 24 Oct. by Mr. Richard R. Deu- 
pree, executive chairman of the Board. 

Mr. Deupree announced the text of a 
directive from President Truman charg- 
ing him with “responsibility for making 
final decision in matters pertaining to 
the allocation of joint procurement re- 
sponsibility between the Army and Navy.” 

The order was the second grant of au- 
thority to the Army and Navy Munitions 
Isoard in recent months, following action 
of the 70th Congress in awarding the 
Board responsibility for stockpiling stra- 
tegic and critical materials. 

The order has been in effect since 15 
Oct., Mr. Deupree said. The executive or- 
der, as released by Mr. Deupree, outlined 
the Board's new responsibility as follows: 

“This includes the assignment of the 
procurement of any item to either depart- 
ment or to a joint agency. It also in- 
cludes the power of final decision in the 
event of disputes between the depart- 
ments arising from the determinations 
made by him. Such decisions will be bind- 
ing on both departments.” 

While the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board had previously served in allocat- 
ing only war materials, its proposals had 
heretofore been subject to veto by either 
service. 

Mr. Deupree in civil life is president 
of the Procter and Gamble Company and 
a board member of several other soap 
companies. Other Board members are Un- 
der Secretary of War Kenneth Royall 
and Assistant Secretary of the Navy W. 
John Kenney. 








Gen. Truscott on Plucking Board 

Lt. Gen. Lucien K. Truscott has been 
named by Secretary Patterson to head a 
screening board of five general officers 
who will review the records of, officers on 
the active list of the Regular Army whose 
cases are referred to them. 

The screening board will carry out pro- 
visions of War Department Circular 302, 
full text of which is printed in last week’s 
issue of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, 
providing for vitalization of the active 
list of the Regular Army by elimination 
of officers whose performance of duty has 
been below standard or whose retention 
is not justified in the interest of the 
service. 

Other members of the screening board, 
besides General Truscott, are Maj. Gen. 
Robert S. Beightler, Maj. Gen. Donald A.

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Medical Consultants Meet

States Medical Consultants of World

The Society is composed of the doctors, 
formerly medical officers and now re- 
turned to civilian life, who were consul- 
tants for the Army Medical Department 
in the Surgeon Generals Office in over- 
seas theaters and in the Zone of Interior 
during the war. 

The meeting was opened by an address 
by the president of the Society, former 
Brig. Gen. Ellioit C. Cutler, now of 
Harvard University. This was followed by 
a talk by Maj. Gen. Norman T. Wirk 
who paid tribute to the men whom he con- 
siders to have been highly instrumental 
in the record established by the Medical 
Department during the war, with its out- 
standingly low death and disease rate. 

Dr. Eli Ginzberg, former Chief of Re- 
sources Analysis, Office of the Surgeon 
General, and now Professor of Eco- 
nomics at Columbia University, gave an 
analysis of the problems that were coped 
with by the Medical Department during 
the war, the various methods tried ,and 
those which proved successful.

Cavalry Leadership Test 

Competitive tests to develop leadership 
in cavalry platoons will be renewed in 
1947, it was announced 23 Oct. by Gen- 
eral Jacob L. Devers, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Ground Forces. Competition 
in 1947 will be restricted to units sta- 
tioned in the continential United States. 
Since modern cavalry and armored units 
are so much alike, all tank and reconnais- 
sance platoons will compete. 

The tests were instituted in 1928 when 
an anonymous donor gave $35,000,, the 
income from which was to be expended on 
prizes and awards to encourage and pro- 
mote cavalry leadership. They had to be 
abandoned upon the outbreak of war in 
1941. 

Rules for the new competition were 
drawn up by a committee named by Gen- 
eral Devers. Its members were Maj. Gen. 
John W. Leonard, Commandant, the 
Armored School; Maj. Gen. Isaac D. 
White, Commandant, the Cavalry School, 
and Maj. Gen. Herbert L. Ernest, Assis- 
tant Chief of Staff G-3, Army Ground 
Forces. 

The test will be divided into four parts, 
each part to be weighed as follows:

Economy Cuts in Navy 


In a concerted effort to reduce Navy ex- 
penditures in compliance with President 
Truman’s economy order of last August, 
Navy Department budget officers are 
studying every possible means of conserv- 
ing money, including mass demotions in 
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officer ranks and inactivation of portions 
of the active fleet. 
The President estimated a potential 


| Navy spending totalling $5,800,000,000 for 








fiscal 1947, and called for a cut-back of 
$650,000,000 from this figure, specifying 
only that procurement of new equipment 
should be chief among items stricken from 
the Navy program. This cut-back has been 


assured, a budget officer indicated this | 


week. 
Mr. Truman’s estimate of expenditures 


of $5,800,000,000, however, is based on | 
Treasury Department bookkeeping, which | 
is on a different basis from Navy Depart- 
ment bookkeeping. As a result, the Navy’s | 


estimate of expenditures for fiscal ’47 is 
$6,500,000,000. And unless these two esti- 
mates are reconciled, the Navy must cut- 
back not only $650,000,000 but an addi- 
tional $700,000,000 as well. 

To accomplish this further reduction 
in the Navy’s program, the following pro- 
posals have recently been considered: 


(1) Reductions in the size of the oper- | 
ating fleet, by various stages and degrees, | 


followed by inactivation in “mothball” 
fleets ; 

(2) Reduction of all temporary officer 
ranks by one rank: 

(3) Elimination of flight pay for all of- 
ficers, or fer senior officers only ; 

(4) Release of all Naval Reservists to 
inactive duty regardless of voluntary ex- 
tensions until 1 July 1947. 


Bureau Chiefs and other administra- 


tive officers have been in daily confer- | 


ences for a month, engaged in thorough 
study of their own budgets to cull out 
items not of absolute necessity to the 
Navy program. 

Then each chief appears before Fleet 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz or Vice

| The saving that would be permitted 
| through inactivation of each ship of the

culated. The reduction of one rank

But every possibility has been explored 
in the light of the fact that an additional 
| saving of $700,000.000 must be made

On 23 Oct., the Navy Department issued 
the following formal statement in this 
connection : 

“The Navy Pepartment announced today 
that in common with all other Government 
Departments and Agencies expanded during 
the war, the Navy has been asked to scrutinize 
| its expenditures for the fiscal year 1947, with 
| a view to the elimination of unecessary items 
| of expense. This has resulted already in econo- 
| mies which will produce a saving of over 
| $600,000,000. 
| “The President also desires that studies be 

continued in accordance with the Directive of 
| last August with respect to the control of ex- 
| penditures by the Army, Navy and all other 
agencies of the Government. The Navy is deep- 
ly conscious of the importance of a sound 
economy to the National Defense, and is mak- 
ing every effort to reduce expenditures to a 





minimum without impairing our National 
Security.” 

The manner in which these savings 
have been made was reported to the 


President in a confidential letter dealing 
with Fleet readiness and the over-all Navy 
program 

Mr. Truman announced in a formal 
White House statement on 24 Oct. that 
“no further military cutbacks for the 
fiscal year 1947 are under consideration 
at this time.” 


The Treasury Department publishes , 
daily statement based on a cash basis, 
and every Navy check cashed durj 
fiscal '47 is charged against the Navy De 
partment expenditures. Some of the 
Navy’s payments, however, are being 
made now for machine-tooling and for 
equipment delivered during the war, ang 
under the Navy’s accrual method of book.

Thus, while the Navy expects to spenq 
$3 billions of its estimated $6.5 billions op 
eontract obligations, it will charge this 
amount to appropriations of earlier years, 
As long as President Truman sticks by 
his estimate of $5.8 billions, apparently 
overlooking some of the Navy’s contract 
obligations, the Navy will have to curtaj} 
other activities to make up the difference, 

As mute evidence of confusion among 
Navy fiseal directors, current statements 
from the Treasury show that the Navy

S° smoothly has the Army’s administration of the discharge phase of the new draft 
law been administered that the public at large is hardly aware that the whole legal 
basis of the separation program has been changed. When the new Act became effective 
on 15 September The Adjutant General’s Department was fully prepared, with the 
result that eligible soldiers were processed promptly, credits given for unused fur- 
lough time, and the men sent to their hemes in the shortest possible time. In that 
month alone 98,000 separations were effected, while estimates are that in October there 
will be an additional 150,000 making it the largest month since last May. Processing 
facilities are being set up at posts, camps, and stations which will facilitate the dis- 
charge of men serving in the United States, save time and money which otherwise 
would have been expended in travel to separation centers, and leave the regular sepa- 
ration centers free to handle the release of men returning from overseas. Under the 
able direction of Major General E. F. Witzell, The Adjutant General of the Army, 
much careful planning and seduloeus follow-through is contributing to turning what 
might have been a source of much adverse publicity into a genuine good-will builder 
for the Army. If the program were not being operated on its present high plane the 
daily press would be full of GI “gripes” and demands from members of Congress for 
investigations. While paens of praise are not being showered on the Army for its 
success, the absence of criticism constitutes excellent public relations. Within the 
Army the program has contributed directly to better morale and efficient performance 
of duty, for the men know exactly what their status is and witness, day by day at 
their own posts, that discharges are being effected expeditiously. Thus the Army is 
making the best of the conditions under which it has to function. Eighteen-month 
tours of service make for rapid turnovers both at home and abroad and create a 
continual problem in training and dtscipline. To correct this the Regular Army should 
be built up with men who intend to make the Service their life career. 


HB prompt action of the Bureau of Naval Personnel in announcing that it would 

discharge a man who enlisted under judicial “sentence” should serve as a warning 
to judges in courts throughout the States that the Armed Forces are not to be con- 
sidered as penal institutes. The case in question occurred in Fairfax, Virginia. The 
defendant was arrested following the death of a participant in a beer hall brawl. He 
was first charged with murder but the charge was later reduced to assault and battery. 
The Judge of the Circuit Court sentenced him to $500 fine and a year in jail and then 
suspended sentence pending good behavior and the defendant’s promise that he would 
enlist in the Navy, which he did. When the Navy Department learned the background 
of the case it promptly announced that the man would be given an undesirable dis- 
charge by reason of conviction in a civil court. The widest publicity should be given to 
this to forestall other judges from taking similar action. The men in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard are proud to be in their country’s service. To force 
into their ranks men convicted of criminal offenses not only Would lower their stand- 
ards and adversely affect morale, but would also react against the Nation’s prestige in 
the countries abroad where our troops are stationed. Further, despite the opinions of 
some judges, such men would not make good fighting men. If they are unable to adjust 
themselves to the social conditions of civil life, if they violate the rules of conduct and 
the laws of their nation and States it stands to reason that they could not be expected 
to conform to the more rigid codes and standards of the military and naval services. 
Not possessing the psychological stability to avoid friction with their fellow men in 
their commnunity they could not be expected to perform efficiently in the tightly knitted 
teams that make up the units of the fighting forces. In military and naval organiza- 
tions where each man’s life may depend upon the functioning of each individual under 
conditions of great stress and danger, there is no room for misfits and their pres- 
ence would destroy the morale and reduce efficiency of the entire unit. Thus both in 
the interests of the honor of the Services and their effective functioning it is well that 
the Navy so promptly and so firmly gave notice to the judiciary that it will not serve 





as a reformatory. 
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High Flying

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Submersible Carriers Foreseen 

A submersible aircraft carrier capable 
of launching planes carrying atomic 
bombs is a possibility for the future, ac- 
cording to Rear Adm. Joseph J. (Jocko) 
Clark, USN, Assistant to the Deputy Chief 
of Naval Operations for Air. 

At a luncheon of the Wings Club in New 
York 18 Oct., Rear Admiral Clark denied 
that carriers are becoming obsolescent, 
calling attention to their mobility and 
their capacity for carrying the most de- 
structive weapons, whatever their size. 
He declared: 

“Modern aircraft carriers cannot only carry 
atomic bombs in quantity, but pilotless air- 
craft and guided missiles as well. Further- 
more, they will provide fighters for local 
air control at any given spot on enemy shores. 
They can get there in almost any kind of 
weather. They can form a cordon at sea to 
intercept and destroy an enemy’s long-range 
air attack, be it conventional airplanes, pilot- 
less aircraft, or guided missiles. 

“In the field of speculation, it is quite pos- 
sible to build a submersible aircraft carrier 
which can take atomic bombs and other 
lethal weapons under the sea and project 
them by air to any target.” 

Citing Vice Admiral W. H. P. Blandy 
as his authority, Rear Admiral Clark be- 
littled the destructive power of the atomic 
bomb against a fast carrier group. He said 
that Vice Admiral Blandy had told him 
that “an atomic bomb would probably 
knock out only one ship of a Fast Carrier 
Task Group.” 


AAF Declares C-69s Excess 


The Army Air Forces’ few remaining 
Lockheed C-69 Constellations will be de- 
clared excess to its needs and certified to 
the War Assets Administration as sur- 
plus, General Carl Spaatz, Commanding 
General of the AAF announced 18 Oct. 
This will include only 10 airplanes. The 
Army Air Forces originally contracted for 
260 C-69’s but on 14 Aug. 1945, only 15 
had been delivered. The contract was 
terminated on VJ Day for reasons of 
economy. 
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Of the five airplanes not being declared | 


surplus, one was lost in essential struc- 
tural tests; another crashed and was de- 
stroyed; and the three remaining were 
returned to the Trans-World Airline who 
held the original contract with the Lock- 
heed Company and who also held an op- 
tion with the AAF for the purchase of 
any of the C-69’s remaining on the origi- 
nal contract after the end of the war. 
TWA elected to purchase only three. 


Army Air Forces in Pictures 

Photographs telling the story of the 
Army Air Forces from its beginning in 
1907 to the present are featured in an ex- 
hibit entitled “History of the Army Air 
Forces in Pictures,” now on display in 
the Ground Floor Exhibition Hall at the 
Library of Congress, Luther H. Evans, 
Librarian of Congress, announces. 

Six photographic reports in book form, 
presented by the AAF to General H. H. 
Arnold, former Commanding General of 
the Army Air Forces, are included in the 
exhibit, as well as hundreds of 8 x 10-inch 
and 20x 24-inch individual photographs. 
In addition to the pictures, there will be 
a number of photostatic copies of historic 
AAF documents; a display of 20 flags of 
AAF combat divisions, wings and groups, 
with battle honors attached, and a display 
of 300 originals of AAF squadron insignia. 

The exhibit is open to the public from 
9 a.m. to 10 p.m. Mendays through Fri- 
days, 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Saturdays, and 2 to 
10 p.m.

Photograph Earth’s Surface 

Photographs of the earth’s surface from 
a record height of 40 miles have been ob- 
tained by scientists of the Naval Research 
Laboratory as a result of the Army-Navy 
teamwork on V-2 rocket experiments. The 
film record was made 10 Oct., by gun-type 
motion picture cameras installed by Navy 
scientists in the tail of a V-2 rocket fired 
by the Rocket Development Division of 
the Army Ordnance Department at White 
Sands Proving Ground, N. M. 

While the rocket sped through space at 
3,600 miles an hour, or one mile a second, 
the automatic cameras filmed the 40-mile 
distant New Mexico landscape, made up 
principally of mesquite and sage brush. 
The high-altitude photographs were 
blurred by vibrations from the rocket’s 
roaring exhaust and by shock waves 
formed by the mile-a-second speed, and 
are barely recognizable because of the 
lack of outstanding landmarks on the 
terrain. Although the rocket reached a 
height of 102 miles, only the film recorded 
at 40 miles was reproduceable. The rocket 
travelled a total distance of more than 
200 miles in 10 minutes. 

Eight movie cameras similar to those 
mounted in the wings of war-time planes 
were installed in the V-2 rocket under 
the direction of Mr. Thomas M. Moore, 
Naval Research Laboratory scientist. Af- 
ter the rocket had reached the apex of 
its trajectory and was starting down, an 
explosive charge blew the warhead from 
the body. This destroyed the streamline 
of the rocket, causing the two parts to 
tumble down more slowly than they would 
otherwise. To date, five cameras have 
been recovered from the six mounted in 
the tail section. The two mounted amid- 
ship have not been found. 





Military Aircraft Production 


Production of military aircraft in Sep- 
tember totalled 135 planes, according to 
official government data distributed by 
the Aircraft Industries Association. This 
represents an increase of five planes over 
the August total of 130. 

Aircraft engines delivered for military 
planes totalled 220 in September, of which 
88 are jets. These deliveries represent a 
decline of 41 from the August deliveries 
of 261. Jet deliveries in August totalled 
133, while 128 were conventional recipro- 
eation engines. 

Deliveries of jet fighters to the Army 
Air Forces increased by 27 in September 
with delivery of 57 planes. Fifty-six con- 
ventional engine fighters were delivered 
te the Navy, which is building up its 
carrier complements of late-type fighters. 

Three light bombers and three medium 
bombers were delivered in September, all 
to the Navy. 

Acceptances for the first nine months 
of the year of military planes now totals 
800. It is questionable that producers, 
plagued with shortages of materials, will 
be able to meet production schedules call- 
ing for 1,600 planes.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—Undoubtedly encouraged by the State Department’s recent affir- 
mations of American foreign policy, General Mark W. Clark returned this week to his 
post in Vienna, easternmost point of American military activity in Europe. His work 
there has been to translate into local action the American policy, neither more nor 
less, determining specifically what is to be done from day to day to assist in the dem- 
ocratization and the rehabilitation of Austria—or at least the American zone of 
Austria—and in each case to do it without delay: and without compromise and in 
the face of Russian interference which has at times been carried to such lengths 
as firing on our airplanes within sight of our own airports. To do this at all, 
with a mere handful of men, often untrained, and at a time of gravely confused 
counsels from overseas, has not been easy. Nevertheless General Clark has done it ina 
soldierly manner, and with efficiency, making his decisions promptly and clearly, 
standing by them, and making sure that others stood by them, Real help has been 
afforded a struggling Austria which needed it, and for a long time will continue to need 
the encouragement which a firm American policy affords. It so happens that some of 
the clearest and strongest definitions of American foreign policy have been made by 
Secretary of State Byrnes in the past three weeks, and the effect of these is to sustain 
and strengthen the confidence of our administrators abroad, in Austria and elsewhere, 
and thereby ease their labors. 

The General Assembly of the United Nations opened on Wednesday its New York 
session, which can be of great importance as a rostrum for public expression by dele- 
gates from all member nations, quite as much as in its aspect of a voting body. To no 
small degree it may affect the far more important meeting of the Big Four, on 4 Nov. 
Its possible problems are limitless, affecting world peace, world freedoms, world food, 
and world work. More specifically, the Assembly can be asked to reconsider the over- 
poweringly important matter of the Big Five’s singular rights of veto, and to determine 
the powers and limitations of trusteeship. It can and will consider elections to mem- 
bership and may attend to the already stated Russian demand for a disclosure of all 
army positions “in non-enemy lands” but not, significantly, in such enemy lands as Fin- 
land, Bulgaria, Rumania, Hungary, Austria et al. The possibilities of international 
betterment are apparent, and time will show whether the admirable expressions of 
lofty general principle which some of the delegates voiced at the outset will be followed 
by appropriate performance when principle is translated into performance—indeed, 
whether in this respect we ourselves will set the example. The Czech delegation, 
stepping off ship in New York, was somewhat dazed by knowledge of what had hap- 
pened while the ship was at sea, viz., Mr. Byrnes’ decision that possibly Czechoslovakia 
does not at present need the last $40,000,000 of our proposed $50,000,000 loan. This 
decision followed the discovery that the first $10,000,000 is to be reloaned by Prague 
to Rumania, and at a brokerage fee of 7 per cent. It was recalled also that when the 
Russian delegate to the peace conference, Mr. Vishinsky, lately denounced the United 
States for seeking te “enslave” foreign nations by loans, the Czech delegation applauded 
that sentiment heartily ; and while Mr. Byrnes discreetly denied that this demonstra- 
tion was a moving cause for deferment of further enslavement, a possible relationship 
can hardly be missed by the observers from nations in eastern Europe, nor was it meant 
to be missed. 

In the Atomic Energy Commission Professor 8. P. Alexandrov proposed that every 
nation should provide the central authority with information about its total uranium 
resources and the amount of extraction. It is an interesting proposal, but the initial 
suggestion contains no plan for any impartial auditing of the information thus supplied, 
and hence no way for Nation A to know that Nation B’s information is correct and 
complete. For this reason Ferdinand Eberstadt, of the American delegation, asked 
Professor Alexandrov to clarify his proposal in that and other respects; his Russian 
colleague asked for time which would allow him opportunity to give further thought 
to the matter. 

German terrorists’ bombing of an American Military Police station and two Ger- 
man denazification offices in Stuttgart at the weekend was followed by our constabu- 
lary’s arrest of a former SS officer as accomplice, and this in turn by large raids taking 
in a number of young Germans suspected of membership in a youth-underground 
society. There is interest in the circumstance that immediately after the bombing 
some 70,000 German workers halted work in a 15-minute demonstration of resentment 
against reviving Nazism and urging its complete suppression. No exact measure of 
popular feeling is ever possible, but certainly any effective suppression of reviving 
Nazism is dependent upon support of the American program by a reasonably solid 
sentiment in the German populace. 


Task Force Frost—Task Force Frost, located at Fifth Army’s Camp McCoy, Wis- 
consin, was the subject of two thorough inspections this past week. Maj. Gen. Louis 
A. Craig, Deputy Commander, Fifth Army, and Brig. Gen. Homer Kiefer, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-3, Fifth Army, made a two-day inspection of the AGF unit, and Col. 
Roy M. Hagerty, President of the Army Ground Force Board No. 3, Fort Benning, Ga., 
spent one day viewing the troops. 

A special parade, which displayed all of the Task Force equipment for the first 
time, was the initial event in General Craig’s tour. Tanks, half-tracks, road graders, 
snow plows, self-propelled and towed weapons, weasles, radar sets, meteorological 
vans, jeeps, and ambulances were included in the procession. 

After the review General Craig visited the “Frost” ski shop where he inspected 
various types of rations, ski equipment, snow shoes, toboggans, which may be hauled 
by dog teams, a gasoline tent heater for hospital war tents, and other winter equip- 
ment. 

Later, the inspecting officers drove into the field where a demonstration of various 
types of Infantry weapons was held. Artillery troops fired eight-inch, 105 mm and 155 
mm towed and self-propelled guns as conclusion of the field exercises. 

Colonel Hagerty, who is making a tour of the Army’s three special winter equip- 
ment tests now in progress, contacted AGF Board No. 3 officers who are part of the 
testing staff which will compile the data gained from the “Frost” tests. 

Colonel Hagerty commented that the winter tests marked the first coordinated at- 
tempt by the American Army to test great quantities of Ground Force equipment all 
together. Other tests have been held but their objectives were limited. 


Army and Navy The Army and Navy Chaplains’ Association of Japan 


will meet 14 Nov., in Yokohama to elect officers and hear a lecture by Chief of Eighth

The association will be guests of the Eighth Army Chaplains’ Association at the 
meeting, which will conclude with a dinner. 


Army-Navy Air Functions—On numerous occasions since the subject of unification 


_of the Services or separation of the Air Forces has been under discussion, the question 


has arisen as to the respective fields of operation of the air components of the Army and 
Navy. From time to time the charge has been made that no understanding had existed 
between the Services in this matter. However, it is recalled that shortly after Genera] 
of the Army DouglaS MacArthur became Chief of Staff of the Army and Admira) 
William V. Pratt became Chief of Naval Operations they got together in an effort to 
straighten out differences and reach a clear understanding as to the respective fields 
of their air components. As a result of these conferences official announcements were 
issued by the War and Navy Departments on 9 January 1931. The War Department 
announcement read: 

“At a conference between the Chief of Naval Operations, Adm. Pratt, and the Chief 
of Staff of the Army, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, an agreement of ‘far-reaching import- 
ance was consummated governing the operations of the Army and Navy Air Forces dur- 
ing peace. Basing their conclusion on these fundamental principles of National De 
fense which should properly govern both services, the agreement reached leaves the 
air forces of each free to develop within well defined limits and each with a separate 
and distinct mission. 

“The Naval Air Force will be based on the Fleet and move with it as an im. 
portant element in solving the primary missions confronting the Fleet. The Army Air 
Forces will be land-based and employed as an essential element to the Army in the 
performance of its mission to defend the coasts both at home and in our overseas 
possessions, thus assuring the Fleet absolute freedom of action without any responsi- 
bility for coast defense. 

“Up to this time no satisfactory line of demarcation had been evolved, but the 
discussions have resulted in a clearer evaluation of the fundamental principles involved 
in the use of the air weapon. The present agreement is being heralded as the beginning 
of the closest cooperation that has ever existed between the two great branches of our 
National Defense. It is, therefore, welcomed with acclaim by the personnel of both 
the Army and the Navy.” 

The Navy Department’s press release read the same as above but concluded with 
the paragraph, “Under this agreement the Naval Air policy enunciated by Adm. 
William V. Pratt, USN, on 8 Dec. 1930, and to take effect on 1 April 1931, will be un- 
changed.” 


Temporary Promotions in ET—Temporary promotions of Army officers in the 
European Theater are now limited, with two major exceptions, to personnel having at 
least six months to serve after recommendations have been submitted for promotion, 
Headquarters, U. S. Forces, European Theater, states. Those excepted are Medical 
Corps officers held in service after their normal discharge date, and officers eligible for 
automatic promotion. These new limitations are in addition to the promotion regula- 
tions originally effective 13 August 1946. 

One special provision states that Captains in the Medical Corps, may be promoted 
after twelve months in grade provided they fill specialist positions in one of several 
critical fields. 

Officers eligible for promotion, regardless of position vacancies, are Second Lieu- 
tenants who have completed eighteen months in service ; and all officers below the grade 
of Colonel who are returned to the United States in the status of internee, missing-in- 
action, evading capture in enemy-held territory, or prisoner-of-war. 


Services Committee—Opposition to reorganizing Congress, as provided in the law 
enacted at the last session, may, according to rumors at the Capitol, take the form 
of urging trial joint Military and Navy sub-committees to handle special subjects, as, 
for instance, personnel in all of its phases. Proponents of the plan would thus defer 
the combining of the main committees pending a test of the joint sub-committee idea. 


Reports that at the coming session an attempt will be made to scrap the plan to 
reorganize Congress evoked from Senator Mead, now a candidate for the governor- 
ship of the State of New York, the statement this week that: “Any backsliding on 
this bill would be, I believe, a regressive step. It would also be a grave breach of 
faith with the American people who applauded the steps we took toward Congres- 
sional self-improvement.” 

Continuing, Senator Mead said: “My long legislative experience and important 
committee assignments have given me a unique opportunity to watch Congress at 
work and to see where there is room for improvement in the efficiency of our national 
legislature. ... We must see to it that there is no encroachment against these reforms 
in their final application.” 


The Armored School—As the War Department Representative, Maj. Gen. John W. 
Leonard, commandant of the Armored Schoo! and post commander of Fort Knox, made 
the dedicatory address at the ceremonies formally dedicating the General George S. 
Patton Park in Detroit, 13 Oct. Under the auspices of the Detroit veterans organiza- 
tions, one of the city parks was named after the late General Patton. Capt. Louis Gell- 
ing, Aide to General Leonard, accompanied him to the dedication. 

Thirty-seven new second lieutenants received their commissions and gold bars at 
the commencement exercises of the 94th class of the Armored Officer Candidate School, 
16 Oct. Maj. Gen. David G. Barr, G-1 of the Army Ground Forces, made the commence- 
ment address and General Leonard gave the new officers their commissions. 

2nd Lt. Ray T. Kelsey was selected as the outstanding graduate and 2nd Lt. 
Richard L. Fields, read a speech on leadership. As their first assignment, the majority 
of the officers went to the Replacement Training Center here. They were the last OCS 
class to be graduated from the Armored OCS. Henceforth, all officer candidates will 
attend the OCS established at Fort Benning under the new Army Ground Forces set-up. 


Finance Department—Col. Robert H. Bradshaw has been designated Command- 
ing Officer of the Office of Dependency Benefits in Newark, N. J., by Maj. Gen. William 
H. Kasten, Chief of Finance. In assuming this command, he will direct the largest 
check-writing agency under one roof in the world, administering family allowances 
and Class E allotments for the entire Army. The ODB also administers insurance 
allotments to pay premiums on National Service Life and Government Life Insurance, 
soldiers’ deposits, and final settlement of the accounts of deceased Army personnel. 
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Signal Corps—An unusual educational project, an aftermath of the close wartime 
cooperation of the two organizations, has just been instituted by the Signal Corps 
Engineering Laboratories, Bradley Beach, N. J., and Princeton University. The 
Laboratories have begun a series of courses in engineering, after hours, and are open to 
all qualified personnel, both military and civilian, under the jurisdiction of Fort Mon- 
mouth. 

The initial program is under the administration of Princeton University and all 
the requirements for admission to a class will be the same as though the candidate were 
in residence. The instructors will be full professors in the Princeton School of Engin- 
eering. The courses are at graduate and under-graduate levels, and credit towards 
the appropriate Masters or Doctors degrees will be awarded upon successful completion 
of the work. For the first semester, however, the program will not be broad enough to 
meet the requirements for any graduate degree, and Princeton will not award degrees 
without considerable work in residence. It is therefore intended to expand the program 
and obtain the services of Stevens Institute of Technology during the third semester, 
so that a candidate may, without interruption, obtain either an MS in Electrical Engin- 
eering or a PhD in Physics without spending any time in residence. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Commencing in January 1947, another subsist- 
ence course will be conducted at the Quartermaster Food and Containers Institute for 
the Armed Forces in Chicago. This course is 22 weeks in length and is designed to 
produce highly skilled officers, qualified for assignments to the subsistence activities of 
the armed forces. 

The scope of this course will include principles and procedures governing subsist- 
ence procurement, marketing, production and production management ; operations and 
procedures governing market centers; grading factors of fresh and processed subsist- 
ence products ; principles of storage and distribution of subsistence items; subsistence 
specifications ; proper utilization of all types of rations under garrison and field condi- 
tions. Nutrition will be covered sufficiently to provide a thorough understanding of the 
principles of menu preparations. 

Supply Corps officers through the rank of Lieutenant Commander are requested to 
submit applications for this course to Bureau of Supplies and Accounts (OPT) by 1 
Dec. 1946. Applicants should have an interest in subsistence matters and should in- 
dicate their previous experience or training in this field. 


Marine Corps—Four General officers prominent in Marine Corps Aviation with 
a total of 117 years Marine service among them, will retire 1 Nov. They are Maj. Gen. 
James T. Moore, 51, Brig. Gen. Ford O. Rogers, 52, Brig. Gen. Byron F. Johnson, 51, 
and Brig. Gen. Walter G. Farrell, 49. 

Maj. Gen. Moore entered the Marine Corps in 1916 and served in Santo Domingo 
with the Fourth Marines during World War I. He was named Chief of the U. 8. Air 
Mission to Peru in 1940, and served as Commanding General of the Peruvian air 
force until Dec., 1942, when he was ordered to the Pacific. There he took part in the 
bitter battles for New Georgia, the Northern Solomons, and the Palau group, serv- 
ing as Commanding General of both the First and Second Marine Aircraft Wings. 

Brig. Gen. Rogers first attracted national attention in Sept., 1923. when he piloted 
a Naval training plane from the West Indies to St. Louis, in what was heralded then 
as “the longest flight ever made by an American aviator.” He served as Chief of 
Staff of the Air Defense Command at Okinawa. 

Brig. Gen. Johnson went overseas at his own request in World War II and served 
as Commanding General of the Third Marine Aircraft Wing before his assignment 
to be Deputy Wing Commander of the First Marine Air Wing. With the latter organi- 
zation, he served in the Philippines and North China. 

Brig. Gen. Farrell took part in campaigns for Guadalcanal, Rendova, and New 
Georgia. He was awarded the Silver Star Medal for gallantry at Guadalcanal. During 
the latter years of the war, he commanded Marine Aircraft, Hawaiian Area.

Office of Naval Researeh—Lt. Comdr. L. H. Dailey of the London Branch office 
recently traveled to the continent to establish channels for Office of the Assistant Naval 
Attache for Research personnel visiting both Germany and France. Procedures were 
established with the Office of the Naval Attache in Paris as well as with the Naval 
Technical Mission in Europe (NavTecEu) and the Office of Military Government of the 
United States (OMGUS) in Berlin and Field Intelligence Agency Technical (FIAT) in 
Frankfurt. He looked into the possibility of Navy-sponsored German research in Ger- 
many, and also the possibility of employing German scientists in the United States. 
Preliminary discussions were held on the mechanics of employing German scientists to 
report scientific activities in special fields of research. 


Remount Service—Additional thoroughbreds of the Army Quartermaster Re 
mount Service will be sold at auction at Fort Reno, Okla., 29 Oct., and at Fort Robin- 
Son, Neb., 30 Oct. Approximately 50 thoroughbreds and half-breds will be offered at 
the Fort Reno sale, and 130 thoroughbreds and haflf-breds at Fort Robinson.

Completed application forms 
must be returned not later than 31 Dec. for integration into the Army during 1947. 
Officers awarded commissions will receive them temporarily in Pharmacy Corps. 


Corps of Engineers—Brig. Gen. Ludson D. Worsham, Division Engineer of the 
Western Ocean Division, visited Tokyo recently from his headquarters in Suasalito, 
Calif., to confer with Maj. Gen. Hugh J. Casey, Chief Engineer, AFPAC, and other 
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Headquarters staff officers on military construction activities in the Pacific areas, ex- 
clusive of Japan and Korea. 

General Casey accompanied General Worsham on that portion of his inspection 
covering construction activities in the Marianas. The Western Ocean Division is an 
agency of the Chief of Engineers, War Department, Washington, and is charged with 
army post-war construction in the MIDPAC and WEPSPAC areas. It functions through 
three District Engineer Offices located at Hawaii, Okinawa, and the Philippines. 

The Corps of Engineers, U. 8. Army, will discontinue its Cincinnati Engineer 
District, the War Department announced 21 Oct. The change will be effective 1 Dec. 
The present territory and functions of the district, whose headquarters are at Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, will be reassigned to the Huntington, W. Va., and Louisville, Ky., Districts. 

Under the consolidation, the present boundary of the Huntington District will be 
moved downstream, or westward, for approximately 92 miles along the Ohio River and 
its tributaries. The boundary of the Louisville District will be extended eastward for 
approximately 147 miles upstream on the Ohio River, with the two districte joining 
at a point near Aberdeen, Ohio. 
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The Cavalry School—Col. Oscar W. Koch returned this week to resume his duties 
as assistant commandant of the Intelligence School after an absence of two months, 
during which he underwent surgery and treatment at the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn.

Quartermaster Corps—A canvas of 9,691 combat soldiers of World War II to 
determine which foods in the combat rations were most desirable and which least 
popular shows coffee a first choice and cigarettes the second as items preferred should 
the emergency ration be the only source of supply. 

Other items, in the order of preference, were biscuits and crackers, candy, chewing 
gum, cheese, sugar, bacon and eggs or ham and eggs, frankfurters and beans, meat and 
beans, and matches. Of the men polled, 78 per cent said the emergency ration should 
be packaged in a sardine-type can for convenience in carrying. 


National Guard—John Charles McLaughlin, Sedalia, Mo., who saw combat service 
as a Colonel of Field Artillery in Africa, Italy, France and Germany, has been ap- 
pointed Major General, Missouri National Guard, and commanding general of the 35th 
Division, Brig. Gen. John A. Harris, the Adjutant General of Missouri, announced 12 
Oct. As Commanding General of the famous old Santa Fe Division, McLaughlin will 
head nearly 13,000 Missouri and Kansas National Guardsmen. 

To help make the Air Reserve and Air National Guard fully airborne, Kelly Field, 
Tex., is busily engaged in a ranking priority project of overhauling AT-6 trainers to 
provide wings for a vast reserve of trained pilots and technicians for the AAF. 


Navy Chaplains Corps—With 32,603,684 in attendance, Navy chaplains conducted 
407,577 divine services during 1945, including 348,996 on their own ships or stations, 
58,591 on other than their own ships or stations, and 42,186 in civilian churches. 

During 1944, attendance at divine services totaled 37,062,428; In addition, 245,300 
men joined church parties to attend worship services on other ships or stations. Chap- 
lains conducted 397,428 services on their own ships or stations, and provided 35,791 
services at other ships or stations. 

In addition to regular services, Navy chaplains conducted 12,501 marriage cere- 
monies, and 14,051 funerals. They also performed 15,088 baptisms, accepted 13,818 
men and women into the church, directed church parties leaving ships, and participated 
in special services. 


Military District of Washington—Plans for three hundred and ninety-nine housing 
units for married soldiers of the Military District of Washington have been completed 
and approved by National Housing Authority, Brig.

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U. S. Occupation in Germany 
Frankfurt, Germany — The following 
statement by Theater Commander Joseph 
T. MeNarney was released by Headquar- 
ters, U. 8. Forces, European Theater : 
“In reply to a query from the press asking 
me for my comments on recent news reports 
to the effect that the American Congress will 
he asked to consider initiating an investiga- 
tion of our American occupation activities, I 
wish to make the following facts clear, 


“I am proud of Americans, in and out of 
uniform, who are engaged here in the diffi- 
cult duties that this occupation requires, For 
the most part our armed forces, constituting 
a new army which is young and democratic, 
are rapidly demonstrating to both the Ger- 
mans and our Allies that they are prepared 
and able to perform ecreditably their military 
duties. 

“The effects of rapid redeployment have 
gradually been overcome as our replacements 
have been organized and trained for their 
new duties. Since the US Constabulary has 
become operational there is positive evidence 
that discipline has improved, morale has 
risen and that the conduct of the great ma- 
jority of our anmed forces merits praise. 


“As our military numbers grow smaller in 
conformance with the Government's program 
for decreasing the size of our armed forces 
throughout the world we will become more 
dependent upon the services of the American 
civilians who are an important part of our 
occupation forces. 

“Improvements in the conduct and efficiency 
of both civilian and the military personnel 
indicate progressive and creditable accom- 
plishment of the complicated tasks undertaken 
here. 

“T want the American public to know what 
is going on over here. Our efforts continue 
to be directed towards keeping the public 
informed through the established representa- 
tives of American news media who are wel- 
comed here and given every facility available 
within our budget to look into and report 
upon our daily activities, I feel confident that 
the accomplishments as well as the occasional 
errors incident to any large enterprise are 
reasonably well known to the public. 

“Should the American Congress see fit to 
conduct an investigation of the occupational 
activities in Germany of the U. S. Army, we 
will welcome it, We have nothing to conceal 
and we are anxious to, and do, correct prompt- 
ly any errors made. 

“T am confident all Americans here know 
my views in these matters and are aware 
of my confidence in their continuing ability 
to discharge their duties.”

Corporate financing to raise new money 
reached a monthly total of $336 million 
in July as compared with $336 million in 
June and $190 million in July 1945, the 
Securities Exchange Commission re- 
ported this week. The total for July was 
the largest monthly figure since 1934, 
when the SEC started compilation of the 
figures. Cash sales of securities to re- 
finance outstanding securities were $304 
million in July as compared with $662 
million in June and $944 million a year 


ago. 

The UAW-CIO will make wage increase 
demands on all automotive manufac- 
turers whose contracts have reopening 
clauses. The union’s executive board an- 
nounced that the raise to be asked would 
be “substantial.” 

Price controls on all foods and bever- 
ages, with the exception of sugar, syrups 
and rice, were ended this week. Also re- 
moved were pricing regulations for 
restaurants and other sellers of food and 
drinks. 

A further setback on the stock market 
this week was halted by further action in 
the removal of controls. Of late great 
strides have been made in removing war- 
time controls and restoring a more normal 
supply and demand situation. The lift- 
ing of food price ceilings inspired a mid- 
week demand for some issues.

Merchant Marine 


A return to the Government of more 
than a billion dollars on sales of war-built 
merhant vessels under the Ship Sales Act 
of 1946 is in sight, the Maritime Commis- 
sion has told Congress. 

The forecast was made in the quarterly 
report on progress in dispositions of the 
vast fleet constructed between Pear Har- 
bor and VJ-Day, in which Vice Admiral 
William W. Smith, USN-Ret. Chairman 
of the Commission, stated aplications for 
the purchase of 385 vessels at a total cost 
of $335,000,000 were approved in the three 
months ending 30 Sept. 

With 843 applications already on file 
still to be acted upon a total return of 
more than $1,000,000,000 seems assured, 
it was stated. 

Of the 385 sales already approved, 158 
ships including many of the more desir- 
able type went to American operators, 184 
to foreign governments and 43 to foreign 
citizens. Most foreign sales has consisted 
of vessels in large supply such as Libertys 
and Victorys. 

The applications from American opera- 
tors still pending show a strong market 
for C-type cargo vessels, they being desig- 
nated in 162 of the 204 applications, the 
C2-type predominating with 109 sought. 

The competitive plight of coastwise 
and intercoastal ships, “threatening de- 
struction of many normal water carrier 
services” is a menace of “gravest concern 
to the national welfare,” the Maritime 
Commission has told the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in a brief vigorously 

renewing its request for an overall investi- 
gation of competitive rail rates and 
practices, 

The Maritime Commission’s original 
petition for an inquiry was filed last 
March. Subsequently the ICC asked for 
a bill of particulars, which was furnished 
28 June, and briefs have been filed by 
the various interests affected, with oral 
argument set for 30 Oct. 

Describing the dwindled volume of 
coastwise and intercoastal ocean traffic, 
the Maritime Commission’s brief says: 

“The fact that water carrier rates, because 
of comparatively low competitive rail rates, 
have not been able to be increased sufficiently 
to obtain adequate revenues has continued 
to preclude any substantial revival of private 
operation and continues to demand that im- 
mediate and vigorous action be taken to com- 
pel the readjustment of rail rates wherever 
warranted and wherever necessary to permit 
the water carriers to recapture their normal 
competitive position. Such action seems es- 
sential unless the railroads are to be per- 
mitted, by the pressure of concerted competi- 
tive practices, to accomplish the near-com- 
plete destruction of water carrier operations. 
The steamship lines should not be thus pena- 
lized for having been compelled to sacrifice 
their ships and their organizations and their 
entire trades for the exclusive prosecution of 
the war.”

Joint Amphibious Landings 


Amphibious exercises in which ele- 
ments of the Amphibious Forces, U. S. 
Pacific Fleet, the Second Infantry Divi- 
sion, the Second Engineer Special Bri- 
gade, and Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
aircraft will participate, will be held in 
November and early December on the 
Southern California coast. 

Maj. Gen. George P. Hays, Commanding 
General of the Sixth Army, and Rear 
Adm. Arthur D. Struble, Commander 
Amphibious Forces, Pacific Fleet, an- 
nounced this week that the exercises will 
include landings of a division on San 
Clemente Island about 21 Nov., followed 
by another landing narth of Oceanside, 
Calif., a few days later. An estimated 





total of 20,000 Army and Navy personnel, 
about 60 Naval ships, and about 500 
planes are expected to participte. 

Rear Adm. Struble is in charge of the 
landings, and Maj. Gen. Hays and Maj. 
Gen. William D. Old are in charge of tac- 
tical exercises ashore after the landings. 
The amphibious training exercises and 
landings have been assigned the opera- 
tional name “Duck.” 

Air units participating will be from the 
following commands: 12th Air Force— 
Maj. Gen. William D. Old; Fleet Air 
West Coast — Rear Adm. William K. 
Harrill; and Marine Air West Coast— 
Maj. Gen. Louis BE. Woods. 

The Amphibious Training Command of 
the Pacific Fleet, under Rear Adm. L. F. 
Reifsnider, is conducting the preliminary 
amphibious shore training. The Troop 
Training Unit of the Amphibious Training 
Command is commanded by Maj. Gen. 
LeRoy P. Hunt, USMC. 

Rear Adm. B. J. Rodgers, Commander 
Amphibious Group One, will command the 
the ships and craft afloat in which the 
2d Infantry Division will be embarked. 
Commander of the 2d Infantry Division 
is Maj. Gen. Paul W. Kendall. Brig. Gen. 
D. A. D. Ogden commands the Second 
Ingineer Special Brigade. 





Overseas Housing Situation 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, arriving in Wash- 
ington 19 Oct. by plane after his European 
tour of inspection, said that he was more 
than gratified with what he found in oc- 
eupied territories but that housing for 
dependents of military personnel there 
was “very poor.” He added that Army 
leaders were “working like dogs on it.” 

The War Department reported this 
week that in spite of the efforts of theater 
commanders to make available all exist- 
ing housing and improvise other quarters 
for use by family groups, there is every 
indication that the overseas housing situ- 
ation will become considerably worse in 
the months ahead. 

Surveys has shown that there is not 
now enough housing in any theater where 
troops are stationed to provide quarters 
for all dependents of Army personnel and 
civilian employees. 

In Germany, housing is reaching a 
saturation point. Reconstruction of war- 
damaged homes is being carried out with 
what materials are available, but due 
to the critical housing situation in the 
United States itself, building materials 
are not being exported overseas for this 
purpose and local supplies are virtually 
non-existent. 

Housing in Japan is similarly inade- 
quate. While a relatively large number 
of houses are available, a majority of 
them do not meet even minimum sanita- 
tion standards. 





Air Reserve Resolutions 


Resolutions passed by the National Air 
Forces Committee of the Reserve Officers 
Association at their recent meeting in 
Washington were highlighted by recom- 
mendations that the Air National Guard 
and Air Reserve be equipped and main- 
tained alike, that a Reserve Section be 
established within AAF Headquarters, 
and that efforts be continued to secure 
the passage of an inactive duty pay bill 
for Air Corps Reserve personnel. 

Other resolutious were as follows: 

That Reserve medical officers who have been 
on active duty as flight surgeons be author- 
ized to give Type 64 physical examinations 
for flying to Reserve officers. 

The commanding general of the AAF should 
be requested to devise a form for the purpose 
of indicating the type of aircraft that Reserve 
officers are authorized to fly. 

Same conditions and limitations on cross- 
country flights for Reserves and Regulars. 

Publication of inactive flight status should 
be published. 

Rated officers should be continued in Re- 
serve flight training regardless of age, 

Immediate establishment of all types of 
units within the Reserve program.

Course in Preventive Medicine 

A new course in Elementary Preventive 
Medicine has been opened at the Medical 
Department Professional Service Schools, 
located at the Army Medical Center. 

Col. Rufus L. Holt, Commandant of the 
Schools, explained that the course will 
provide preventive medicine officers, “to 
analyze and forsee conditions which may 
lead to the spread of disease, and to take 
the necessary steps to prevent such 
spread.” 

The five weeks’ course will consist of 
lectures, field and laboratory work. 

The present class comprises 51 students, 
34 of whom are newly appointed medical 
officers. Sixteen Air Corps doctors are 
also in the group. 

The bulk of instruction will be carried 
out by the staff of the Army Medical 
Center and Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital. From the Office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, the following officers, each a special- 
ist in his field, will take part: 

Col. James C. Kimbrough; Col. Karl R. 
Lundeberg; Col. Tom F. Whayne; Lt. Col. 
Robert L. Cavenaugh ; Lt. Col. Arthur P. Long; 
Lt. Col. John W. Regan; Maj. Louis N. Alt- 
chuler; Maj. James B. Baty; Maj. Franklin 
S. Blanton; Capt. D. I. Allen, Maj. Louis C. 
Kossuth, from the Air Surgeon’s Office, and 
Lt. Col. Ralph Cleland, Sanitary Corps, Second 
Army, will also take part. 

In addition, many distinguished civil- 
ian doctors will lecture. 





Savings Bonds Delayed 

An envelope shortage has delayed mail- 
ing of savings bonds to veterans eligible 
for benefits under the Armed Forces 
Leave Act of 1946, the War Department 
announced 22 Oct. 

According to Maj. Gen. W. H. Kasten, 
Army Chief of Finance, the shortage of 
envelopes of proper size probably will not 
be overcome until next month, when mail- 
ing of the bonds should begin. 





Call for EDO Officers 


The Navy’s annual call for line officers 
to qualify for Engineering Duty Only 
was made this week in two general mes- 
sages requesting applications for EDO 
and EDO(A) designations. 

NavaAct 81 states: 

“Applications are desired from Naval Avi- 
ators (HTA and LTA) of the Regular Navy 
and former USNR and USN(T) for designa- 
tion as Engineering Duty Only (Aeronauti- 
eal) officers. Officers of all ranks holding 
permanent appointment of Ensign or above 
are eligible to apply; however, officers whose 
present rank in Lieutenant, Lieutenant Com- 
mander, or Commander are especially desired. 
In addition to officers qualified for general 
aeronautical engineering and material duties, 
a limited number whose education and ex- 
perience qualify them for engineering and 
material duties connected with aviation radio, 
radar, and armament will be selected. Appli- 
cations should be submitted via official 
channels to reach BuPers (attention Pers 
4226) prior 10 Dec. 1946. Dispatch applications 
may be submitted if warranted.” 

NavAct 82 states: 

“Applications are desired from officers of 
the Regular Navy, classes 1930 and junior, 
and former USNR and USN(T) officers with 
equivalent seniority for designation as Engi- 
neering Duty Only officers. Application are 
particularly desired from officers who have 
completed postgraduate courses in mechani- 
eal, electrical, diesél, metallurgical, petroleum, 
electronics, and radio engineering or equiva- 
lent educational qualifications. Applications 
should be submitted via official channels to 
reach BuPers prior 15 Jan. 1947.” 


ATC Changes Announced 


The Pacific Division of the Air Trans- 
port Command will take over operation 
of the entire Alaskan Sector of the Conti- 
nental Division, including eight base units 
or operating locations, effective 16 Oct. 

Under the new plan the Pacific Divi- 
sion will take over the 1455th AAF Base 
Unit at Great Falls, Mont., and the 1455th 
Operating Locations at Fort Nelson, 
Canada ; Whitehorse, Canada ; Edmonton, 
Canada; Fairbanks, Alaska; Anchorage, 
Alaska; Boeing Field, Wash., and Spo- 
kane, Wash. 

Operation of the “Statesman,” trans- 
continental one-stop route between Fair- 
field, Calif., and Washington, D. C., has 
been taken over by the Pacific Division 
from the Continental Division which was 
recently merged with the Atlantic Divi- 
sion. The Pacific Division naw becomes 
responsible for through service between 
Washington, Fairfield, Hickam Field, 
Guam, Tokyo, Manila and Shanghai. 











Sports Front 











There’s a saying, nearly as old as foot- 
ball itself, that you can’t score when you 
don’t have the ball. Of course, there are 
exceptions to this. One of the pro teams 
the other week staged a backward drive 
for 68 yards, with the opponents having 
the ball for the whole distance. A 21-yard 
loss when a passer was smeared, a fif- 
teen-yard penalty, a pass from center 
over the fullback’s head and a blocked 
kick in the end zone gave the defensive 
team a touchdown without having started 
a play. This is probably the longest sus- 
tained drive in reverse ever recorded. 

Unfortunately, Navy has been unable 
to stage no such sustained drive, in re 
verse or otherwise. Fumbles, intercepted 
passes and other charitable gifts have 
stalled them at crucial times in most of 
their games to date. The Midshipmen, 
for example, could have given Duke a 
whale of a close ball game and probably 
could have trounced North Carolina’s Tar- 
heels had it not been for these unfortu- 
nate lapses. 

What do you do about fumbles? How 
do you cure them? Except for constant 
drilling in fundamental football, which 
we’re sure Coach Hamilton has given 
his charges, there is no cut and dried so- 
lution. 

Fumbling, like errors in baseball, can 
be a cumulative affair, unless the entire 
team concerned has confidence in itself 
You know how that goes. Back A fumbles 
the ball and Back B, looking on in horror, 
says to himself, “Suppose that happens 
to me?’ It preys on his mind, and sure 
enough, the next time B handles the ball, 
he bobbles it. 

The answer, as hinted above, is team 
confidence. This doesn’t mean that an out- 
fit has to be sure of winning every game, 
but only that it can execute the plays 
that have been taught the way they have 
been taught. Instilling this collective con- 
fidence is the coaches’ job, and it is likely 
to involve a different problem for every 
man on the squad. 

So when the men from Annapolis feel 
sure of themselves, they will stop giving 
the ball away. Getting licked by a bet- 
ter team won't destroy that confidence. 
And when the Navy really starts to click, 
some supposedly better team is in for a 
rough afternoon.

On November 2, Navy has the unenvi- 
able task of tangling with Notre Dame. 
Undoubtedly the Irish will be under 
wraps, since they regard their Army game 
the week following as their top encounter 
of the year. Nevertheless, the boys from 
South Bend will be heavily favored, and 
it will take plenty of improvement and 
plenty of good breaks for Navy to pull 
this one out.
